and abſtained from . And that all Judges Civill and Eccleſiaſtical , ſhall 
cauſethe ſamine to be vniverſallie obſerved , every one of them within the

F® R-SAMEIKLE as itis clearlic vnderſtand by the Kings Majeſtic, 
and Eſtates of this Realme, that the augmentation of the Patrimonie and 
revenwes of the Crown thereof , not onely ſerves for the forth-ſetring and 
mainteinance of his Heighnes honour and Royall eſtate, bur alſo releaues 
greatlie his ſubjects of divers charges andheavie burdings. 

Therefore OVR SAID SOVERAIGNE LORD, following 
the commendable examples of his moſt Noble Progenitors, with advice 
and conſent of his Majeſties Eſtates , vnites, annexes and incorporats to his 
Heighnes Crowne, there-withto remaine perpetuallic , and inſeparablicin 
all ryme comming , the Lands , Lordſhips, Bartonies,Abbacie , and others 
vnder-written, which may nether be given in frank-tenement , fee ,or other- 
wiſeto any perſon of what-ſo-ever eſtate or degree, withour advice , decreit 
and deliverance of the haill Parliament ;and for great, reaſonable ,proficable 
and ſcene cauſes concerning the wel-fair ofthe Realme; firſt ro be adviſed 
and digeſtlc conſidered by the whole Eſtates . Andalbeitir ſhall hap

faithfull and true ſubje&s who or rheir predicefiours to whom they are 
heires , at the leaſt appearand heires , albcit as yer notentered,held lands, 
heritages,anmuelrents,lyfrents, mylnes voods,fiſhings,or other poſleſhons 
whatſomever ,of vmnwhile ohne ſometime Earle of Gowree , or any of his pre- 
diceſſours.

'redto be overſ-man in that marter.) And failying , that the friends arbirra+ 


tours , cither decerne or reportnor within the forcſaid ſpace after their ac- 
ceptation , every ane of them by the authoritie of this preſent ate, t5 incur 
the paine of ane thouſand pounds, to be imployed to his Majeſties vie. And 
becauſe all feads are ane of thir three natures , namely that there is either na 
ſlaughter vpon neither ſide, or ſlaughter vpon ane ſide only; or clfe ſlaughter 
vypon both ſides.

Where there is ſlaughter vpon both (ides, his Majeſtie 
may by rigour and equalitie of juſtice , compel them to agree , due faril- 
fationtobe made on either ſide, according tothe qualitic of the offence, 
and perſons offended. Whete the {laughter is onely on the ane fide , the 
ge grieved can not refuſe in reaſon to ſubmit in maner foreſaid,al quarrel 

c can beare to any perſon innocent, juſtice being made parent to him 
2gainſt the giltic ; ſpeciallic he being ordeined by this preſent att toper- 
ſewnane other but the giltie, and that by the Law. And the partie ſoper- 
ſewed not to beare quarrell for it, but to defend in lawfull maner. And 
that all quarrels ſhall ceaſe againſt fic as ſhall be lawfully perſewed in this 
forme, either by their conviction , and execution by law , or otherwyſe by 
theit clenging and agrement 3 that all perſons being of perfite age , and 
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within the Countrie, and hauing entres to perſew any partie for crymes 
capirall , ſhall within fourrie dayes after the publication of this preſent a at 
the head burgh ofthe Shyre where the perſewer dwelles; raiſe, and caule 
exccutetheir letters in the ſaid matter. And inſiſt in theperſurethereot,with 
certification to ſic as failyes, that their aCtionſhal periſh, expyre and be ex- 
tint; and the ſaid perſewer ſhall be compelled to ſubmir his aftion, in ma« 
ner aboue ſpecihed . Reſerving alwylſe to his Majeſtic his action, as ac- 
cords of the law. Prov ys}. boy if the ſaid perſewer ſatisfie the ordinance 
ofthis preſenta&t, and be delayed either by anc continuation of the dyct 
by warrand of the Prince , or by the dilatour dctcnſes proponed by the 
pannell , for clyding of the finall tryell of the perſute. In that caſe the pre- 
{cription nowyle to runne againſt the perſewer , hauing done his poſſible 
diligence in maner forelaid. And becauſe the giltines of crymes con- 
fiſtes not onely in the perſon of the aftuall commirters thereot , but alſo 
in the authors , cauſers and movers of the ſamine to be committed , wha 
are airt, part and giltic of the ſaid fact , whereof na publict knawledge nor 
certainetryellis had , His Majeſtic and Eſtates nowyſe willing thatneither 
the authors nor actour of ſic hynous crymes cſchape the due puniſhment, 
through obſcuritic and laik of publit knawledge thereof . Declares that 
the parties offended doing their diligence, as ſaid is, againſt the aQuall

nor is preſcryved in this act. 1-65 the partie doe his diligence 
in maner aboue written , within fourtie dayes after the expyring of the ſaid 
ſubmiffion. And to theintent that juſtice be na occaſionto breed farther 
trouble , every partic ſhall cometo the town accompanied allanerlie with 
ewentic foure perſons , where both they and their companic ſhall keepe 
their ludging tothe houre of cauſe. Ar 6 whilk , farſt the ane and then the 
other ſhall be broght our by the town in Armes accompanied from their 
ludging to the Bar with the number preſcryvedtotheir rank by a& of Par- 
liament.The contraveiner whereof ,it hebe perſewer , ſhalleyne his perſute 
in tyme comming : and if he be defender, he ſhall be denounced rebell as 
preſumed giltic , and refuſing lawfull tryell.

F OR SA MEIKLE asby common conſuerude of all Countries,ſpe- 
ciall prohibition is made to all ſorts of perſons toflay wyld-foull, Hair or 
Venniſon, except fic as by their revenewes may beare the charges and bur- 
dings of the Halkts, Hounds and Dogs , requilit in ſic paſtymes. In reſpe&t 
the famine as well hes bene created tor the recreation of mankinde , as for 
their ſuſtentation. Lyke as iris of treuth that by diverſe and ſundry a&s of 
Parliament others ſtatutes and proclamations made heretofore , all ſlaying 
of the ſaid wyld-foull and beaſtes by any indire& meanes, fic as hagbur,girn, 
net and fowller dogg is ſpeciallic torbidden , and diverſe penalties contei- 
ned in the ſamine at. Yernevertheles, fic hes bene the flacknes of the exe- 
cution of the famine, that diuerſe and fundrie perſons hauing greater re- 
garde of their gaine and commoditie, whilk they purches by the ſelling 
of the ſaid wyld-foull ,to ſic perſons wha prefers their awne inordinar appe- 
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titeand gluttonie, either to the obedience of the ſaids Lawes, orto the re- 
creation that may be had by the dire& (laying of the famine, Hes vied all 
the aids indire& meanes in (laying of the ſaids wyld-fowles and beaſtes, 
whereby this Countrie being lo plentifullic furniſhed of before, is become 
alrogerher ſcarce of fic waices. For remeed whereof, and that the.conti- 
nuing of the ſaid abuſe may not procure worſe inconvenients, ſeing intyme 
of peace in all ryme bygane, the (aids paſtymes of hunting and halking were 
the onely mcans and in{truments to keepe the haill Leiges bodies franor be.

Eſtates of Parliament, finding that the diſchairging of the ſelling of the ſaids

Hauc therefore diſcharged,lyke as by theſe preſents they diſcharge any per-

And 
in caſcof the inhabilitic of any of the ſaids perſons to pay the ſaid ſumme, 
chat the apprehender of them ſhall cauſe them be {courged thorow the 
burgh or rown where they ſhall be apprehended. And als diſcharges any of 
the faids Leiges, in any wyſc to {lay any of the wyld-fowll or beaſtes aboue. 
ſpecified, by girn, netor hagbur , vnder the paine abouc-ſpecificd ro be in- 
curred by them. For execution whereot, OVR SOVERAIGNE 
LORD hes given and graunted power and commiſſion to all Shireffs , 
Stewarts, Baillics, alſwell of Regalitics as Royaltics,Proveſts and Baillies of 
Burrowes , and every Barron within his awae Barronie , ſpeciall juſtices to 
that effe; giving themtull , free and plane power to vp-lift or execute the 
aines abouc-ſpecified againſt the tranſgreſlors of thel: preſents; the ane 
half of the ſaids pecuniall paines to be intromerred with by them, to apper- 
tcine to OVR SOVERAIGNE LORD, and to be payed to his 
Heighnes Theſaurer; and the other halfe to the delator and apprehender, 
And becauſc anc of the greateſt occaſions of the ſcarſtic of = ſaids Par- 
eridges and Moore-towles , is by reaſon of the yu {laughter of their Pouts 
and yong anes : when as for youth ncither arethey habile to giue paſtyme, 
and for quantitic can no wyle be ane great refreſhment . 

Therefore OVR SOVERAIGNE LORD hes diſcharged all

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LANENT THE CVSTYF MING OF GOODS, 
CHAP, 24. 


OR SASCRLLLS as it is vnderſtand to the Kings Majeſtie and E- 
ſtares of this preſent Parliament , that be diverſe Acts of Parliament, 
Lawes and conſtitutions heretofore obſerved , all maner of Engliſh 
broght within this Realme , are and hath bene ever ſubje&, andin vic of pay- 
ment to his Heighnes of ane cerraine cuſtome , and duetie properly pertei- 
ning to his Majeltie,as anc part of the Patrunonie of his Crown. Lyke as al- 
{o other ſorts ofclaith , ſilkes, ſtuffs, and merchandice broght within this Re- 
alme from forraine Nations , areby aof his Majeſties Nobilitie, Councell 
and Eſtatcs , of the date the threttein day of Maij , the yeare of Godt597. 
Ratified and approved in Parliament halden at Ed4'nbergh inthe Moneth of 
December , the famine yeare,ſubje to the payment of ane certaine cuſtome 
to his Heighnes. And the Merchants inbringers of the ſaids goods ,

| HE Kings Majeſtic and Eſtates of Parliament , conſideting the many- 

fald indignities from tyme to ryme done to his Majeſtic , by ane num- 
ber of vndewrifull and vnreverent fubjedts , wha to the contempt and dif- 
honour of his Majeſtic , make frequent _ , and ſcekes the commoditie 
to revenge their particular quarrels within the Burgh of Edinburgh and 
(annogute , and others places neere tothe place of his Heighnes refidence; 
not ſpairing ſometime at his Majeſtics awne back , to vie their privat re- 
venge , to the hazard and pa ot his Heighnes moſt Noble Perſon, 
Lyke as diverſe perſons , vnder pretenceot their awne defence, repaires and 
reforts within his Majeſties Palaces , armed with Jacks , Secreets or Corſ- 
lers, vnder their doublets or coats.

For remecd whereof, and elchewing of the inconvenients that here- 
may enſew; Iris ſtatute and ordeined, that whatſomever perſon of what 
eſtate , qualitic or degree he be of, ſhall preſume to take vpon hand at any 
ryme hereafter , to invade or perſew oy of his Majeſtics ſubiets, within 
any part of this Realme , within ane myle tothe place of his Heighnes reſi- 
dence and remaning for the ryme; or wha ſhall cefort and repaire within his 
Majcſties Palaces , or any part of his refidence , armed with Iacks,Secreers, 
or Corllers vnder their coats, doublets or otherwyſe ; that the ſaids perſons, 
makers of the ſaids tulyies and combars, after duetryell thatthey werethe 
firit onſerters. As alſo, the faids perſons, repairing armed within his Ma- 
jeſties houſes , as faid is, ſhall be raken apprehended and warded for yeare 
and day , and farther, ay and whillthey fyn with his Majeſtic for their liberty, 
according to his Heighnes good plealure.

0 R SOVERAIGNE LORD, andEſtatesof this preſent Par- 
liament , vnderſtanding the great prejudice ſuſteined by the Leiges of 
this Realme, where the judgment-ſairs of Shireffs, and others Iudges are not 
ſa commodious , neither in building nor in ſituation , as the Shireff , others 
ludges and their deputes may convenientlie fit , nor the parties may refort

OR-SA-MEIKLE As among the infinite monuments and teſtimo- 
nics of his Majeſties true pietic, _ wiſdome, finceare zeale to ju- 
ſtice and fatherlie care of his , the Eſtates of this Kingdome have nor

found any bringing mair tefires maduicn —— renoume to 
his Majeſtic , or greater profice , quyerneſle and comfort to his ſubje&ts, nor 
his conſtane perſeverance in his maiſt religious and prudent reſolution to ex- 
tirpat the vngodlic barbarous and brurall cuftome of deadlie feads whilk by 
the inveterate abuſe of many bypaſt agegs was become (a frequent in this 
Realme,as the ſubjects of greatelt ranke and qualitie vpon every naughue oc- 
cafion of baſe and vnworthie contraverſies of nci curves,fold- 
dykes furres or marches of lands, fooliſh words or drunken diſcords betwene 
their meaneſt ſervants and dependers, and any other in the Countrie , did fo 
readilie embrace the protection of their vnjuff and vnneceſlatic quarrels, as 
did many tymes involue themſclues and their haill friendſhip in maiſt blou. 
dic and mortall troubles , whilk they did proſecute with fic malice and cru- 
eltic, as tothe extreame perrell of their ſaules,infamie of their memoriall,and 


overthraw of their awne and their adverſaries houles, did diſtraQt the King- 
dome in oppoſite fations,and many tymes furniſhed marter of maiſt pernt- 
tious,ſeditious and Civill warres, inconveniences whereof being mani- 
feſtlic ſene and ſenſiblic felr , baith by the Princes and people of this Realme

in many bypaſt ages and carneſtlie ſoght to have bene removed, yer the cor- 
ruption was ſa vniverſall , that the greateſt part prevailling againſt the belt, 
that cruell barbaritic hath both continuance and gaily increaſe, vntill his 
Majeſtic bending the excellent wiſdome and rare graces of his Royall minde 
(where-with God hes endewed him mair aboundantlie then any King that 
everdidraigne in this Iland) againſt —_—_— vnnaturall andbeaf 1C Cu- 
ſtome, did deviſe and eſtabliſh a maiſt godlie, juſt and prudentlaw and ordi- 
nance forthe courſe to be obſerved , for remouing vpon equitable and juſt 
conditions the deadlie feads , whilk then ſtude in great number berwene the 
maiſt powerfull ſubje&s in this Kingdome and their kinſmen,aſliſters and par+ 
rakers: In the execution whereof, God hauing miraculouſlic aſhſted his Maje- 
ſtics maiſt hailie and juſt intention after exceeding great care and paines taine 
by his Majeſtic in tryal ofthe original cauſes of the ſaids diſcords,rhe true cir- 
cumſtances of the injuries and lolcs ſuſtained by either parrie, and in preſcry- 
ving due fatisfation to be indifferentlic made tor redres of all bypaſt harmes 
and wrangs. His Majeſties admirable conſtancie hes ſa overcome al dithcul. 
ties, that . haill knawne feeds within the Kingdome being now removed by 
perfite reconciliation,andjuſt contentment of all parties hauing intereſt ther- 
1n,his Majeſties haill ſubjeQs finds fic joy and happines in the tweet frutes of 
his wiſdome and providence expreſſed in that caſe; that they carneſtie wiſh 
that his Majeſtic wha hes fa cxirbullic exterminate that abhominable peſt of 
deadlice feeds,may in his ſingulare wiſdome finde meanes for ever to prevene 
the reviving of that monſter. Wherein his Majeſtic conſidering that nothing 
gaue ſa great grouth and ſtrength to that bypalt barbaritie , as the ſlourh of 
Magiſtrats in not ſuppreſſing the firſt ſceds of theſe diſſentions, whilk be.

be quenched. For remeed whereof his Majeſtic and Eſtates foreſaids, Ra- 
tifies and approues the former Att made by his Heighnes , for aboliſhing 
deadlic hedes in every head , clauſe and articklethereof. And farther,ſta- 
tutes andordeines, that in every ſhyre within this Kingdome there ſhall be 
yearlic appoynted by his Maicſtie ſome godlic , wyſe and vertuous Gentle- 
men of good qualitic, moyen andreport, making reſidence within the ſame, 
inſic number as the bounds of the Shyre ſhall requyre, to be Commiſho- 
ners for keeping his Majeſties peace,to whom his Majeſtic with advyce of the 
Lords of his privie Councel ſhall giue power and commiſſion to overlee, try 
and prevent all fic occaſions as may breed trouble and violence amongſt his 
Maieſtics ſubie&s, or forceable contempt of his Majeſties authorine and 
breach of his peace. Andto command all perſons in whom they ſhall ſee 
manifeſt intention to make trouble or diſorder , either by gathering toge- 


gether of ydle and diforderlie perſons , or by publict bearing or wearing al 
Piſtolers 
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Piſtolers or other forbidden weapons , and fic other ryotous and ſwaggring 
behaviour ; to binde themſclues and finde caution vnder competent paines 
to oberleruc his Majeſties peace, and for their compearance before his Ma- 
jeſties Iuſtice or Lords of his privie Councell , ro vnderly fic order as ſhall be 
found convenient for punithing their tranſgreſſions or ſtaying of troubles 
and enormitics. And if need (hall be, torequyrethe duerifull and obedient 
ſubjects of the ſhyre to concurre with them in preventing all fic contemprs 
and violences , or for taking or wairding of the wilfull and diſobedient au- 
thors, commirters and foſterers of theſe crymes and diſorders vnder fic com- 
petent arbitrare paines as his Majeftie and Lords of his privie Councell ſhall 
appoint for the offenders. And fic ofthe Countrie as being requyred ſhal nor 

we their readie and afald concurrance to his Majeſties Commiſſioners in 
be premiſles , whereby the ordinare Magiſtrats and Officiares within the 
ſhyres , may be the berter aſſiſted , and their abſence ,imployments or other 
impediments mair commodiouſlic ſupplied , without derogation of their ju- 
rſdiftion or want of readie comfort and juſtice tothe obedient ſubjes with- 
in the bounds thereof . Ordeining alſo the ſaids Commiſſioners to giue true 
advertiſement and informationtothe Lords of his Majeſtics privie Councel, 
luſtice generall and his deputes,his Majeſties Theſaurer and other Magiſtrats 
and officers whom it effeirs , ofthe names of (ic faithfull and vnſuſpet wir- 
neſſes and aſſyſers to be ſummoned in all crymes and diſorders whilk ſhall 
happen to fall torch within the ſaids ſhyres,as (hall be knawnto be maiſt meer 
and able for rryell and probation of the ſame , and for eſchewing thar ſic as 
are cither aged,ſeiklic or vnable to travell,or ignoranrof the faftsto berryed, 
be not wajnfilic vexed or vnneceſſarlie drawne from their awne houſes and 
affaires, for matters wherein they are not able to giue any light. 


ACT OF THE APPARELS' OF FY DGES, MA- 
giſtrats and Kirk-mes. CHAP, 8. 


VR SOVERAIGNE LORD, andEſtates of this preſent Parlia- 
—inent , finding by daylic experiences that the greatnes of his Majeſties 
Empyre, magnificence of his Court, fame of his Wiſdome and Juſtice, and 
of the civilicie of his ſubics , hes alreadic to allure divers foraine 
Princes, and other ſtrangers of all eſtates ro make mair frequent repair to this 
Countrie,nor ever they did inany preceeding age. Whulk reſort of ſtran- 
gers will by all appearance baith contique, and daylic mair and mair increaſe; 
and by them na doubt, report will go through all the warld of the eſtate and 
governement of the Kingdome , according to the order whilk they ſhall ſee 
obſerved within the ſame; whereof the rules and good exemple flowing from 
the Eſtates of Parliament and 


Lords and Commiſſioners of Parliament , and others Magiſtrars intheir ap- 
parell and behaviour, as may beſt deſerue the good report and true commen- 
dation of all Princes , Noble-men and others ers, wha ſhall haut occa- 
fionto ce and relate the ſame, The reſpect whereof, ———

Magiſtrates , tothe haill remanent ſubicQs of TWoraue 
the Realme.It is maiſt neceſſare that fig gravitie and comelines be vied by the — 
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Majeſtic to preſcryue to the Nobilitie apparrell for the Parliament becom- 
ming their honourableEſtate. And vnderſtanding that the remanent mem 
bers ofthat heigh Court haue not reformed themlelues to thelike cdnveni. 
encie, neither yet that the courſe intended by his Majeſhe for — 
Noble-men and Gentle-men to be eleed Proveſts and Magiſtrats of Bur- 
rowes (whereof nane ſhould be capable bur Burgeſles , auall crafhickers and 
inhabitants of the (aids burrowes) hes rane ſic effect as is maiſt neceſlare for 
preſervation of the liberties and good eſtate of the ſaids Burrowes, and hin- | 
dring the diſſipation of their common goed and perverting of theirprivi 
ledges. For remeed whereof, his Majeſtie with advyce of the Eſtates of his 
Heighnes Parliament , ſtatutes and ordeinsthat na man ſhall in any tyme 
comming be capable of Proveſtric or other Magiſtracie within any burgh of 
this Realme , nor to be eleed to any of the ſaids offices within a Burgh, bur 
marchants and aQuall traffickers inhabiting within the ſaids Burghs alla- 
nerlie , and na others. And thatthe ſaids Magiſtrates of Burrowes to be 
hercafter cle&ted, and their Commiſſoners of Parliament, ſhall haue and 
weare at Parliament , Conventions and other ſolemne tymes and meetings 
when the digniticſhall requyre ir,fic comchie and decent apparrell as his Ma- 
jeſtic ſhallpreſcryve convenient for their rank and eſtate, whereby they may 
be decerned from other common Burgeſles , and be mair reverenced by the 
cople ſubicc to their charge. And becauſe a comelic , decent and orderlie 
habire and apparrell in the Judges of the land, isnas onely ane ornament to 
themſelues (being a badge and marke tor diſtinguiſhing them from the vulgar 
ſort) but the ſame alſo breeds in common people thar reverence and regarde 
that is due and properfor men in theſe places. Andrthis being a cuſtome vni- 
verſallic obſerved almaiſt through all Europe , the want whereof is greatlic 
cenſuredby ſtrangers reſorting in theſe parts. The {aids Eſtates therforevpon 
infinite proues they haue of his Maicſties maiſt fingulare wiſdome in all his 
direQions,and of his gratious loue and afteioaro this his natiue Kingdome, 
haue in all humilitie referred to his Heighnes awne appoyntment the aſlig- 
ning of any fic ſeucrall ſort of habite and veſtimenc as ſhall be in his Maicſtics 
iudgment maiſt meet and proper , as well for Lords of Seſſion being the ſu- 
preme Iudges in Civill a&tions, as for all gther inferior Judges, of the lyke 
cauſes. As alſo for the Criminall and Eccleſiaſticall Judges, and for Advo- 
cats, Lawyers andall others liuing by law and practiſe thereot; that ſa every 
ane of theſe people may be knawn and dignolced in their place, calling and 
function, and may be accordinglie regarded and reſpe&ed. Arttour, his Ma- 
jeltic and Eſtates Coaidacon idering what {lander and contempt hes ariſen 
to the Eccleſiaſtical Eſtate of this Kingdome by the occaſion of the light and 
yndecent apparrell vſed by ſome of that profeſſion, and cheeflie heſehauing 
yore in ma + Iris therefore ſtatute that every Preacher of Gods word 


ſhall hereafter weare black , graue andcomelic apparrell beſeeming men of 
their eſtate and profeſſion . As likwyſe that all Pryors , Abbors and Prelats 
hauing votin Parliament, and ſpeciallie Biſhops, ſhall weare grauc and de- 


cent apparrell agreeable to their fun&tion,and aFap 
rank, dignitic and place. And becauſc the haill Efates h 


es to men of their 
umblic and thank- 
fullic 
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fullic acknawledges that G O D of his great mercy hes made the people and 
ſubjects of this Countrie fa happie as to haue a King raigne over vs, wha is 
maiſt godlie,wyſe and religious ; hating all erronious and vaine ſuperſtitios, 
juſt in governement,and of lang experience therein,knawing betterthen any 
King living what apperreins and is convenient for every eſtate in their beha- 
viour andduerie. Therefore it is agreed and conſentedto by the aids eſtates, 
that what order ſa ever his Majeſtic in his great wiſdome ſhall thinke meet to 3 


reſcriue for the apparrel of Kirk men agreableto their eſtate and moyerzthe xik-mwen 
_ being ſentin writ by his Majeſtieto his Clerk of Regiſter,ſhal be a ſufft- pes 


cient warrantto him for inferring thereof in the Buikes of Parliament ro haue 
the ſtrength and effe&t of ane at thereof, with executorials of horning to be 
dire& there-vpon , againſt fic perſons as within the ſpace of fourties dayes 
afrer the publication or intimation to them of the ſaid att or charges vied a- 
gainſt them there-vpon , ſhall nor provyde themiclues of the apparrell to be 
appointed by his Majeſtic for men of ther vocation and eſtate,to be vied and 
worne by them and their ſucceſſors atthe tymes, and in maner to be exprel- 
ſed inthe ſaid at to be made by his Heighnes there-anent.

VR SOVERAIGNE LORD foreſcing that there is nathing a 
neceſſare for the perperuall well and quyetneſle of all his ſubiedts ofthis 
Monarchie as the furtherance and accompliſhment of the vnion of his twa 
famous and maiſt auncient Kingdomes of Scot/znd and Eng/and, whereof his 
Maieſtic out of his fatherlic care of the peace and happines of his good and 
faithful people,hauing maiſt inſtantheand earneſtlie ſolicited the perfection, 
and by the aſſiſtance of the worthieſt members of baith Kingdomes , ſa effe- 
Qually advanced the ſame, as he hopes (God willing) in his Raigne to ſee the 
wiſhed end ofthat great work, whilk in his royal perſon hes recerved fa mira- 
culous and happ aataing And nevertheles _—_ therein ſic malicious 
lerrs, as the devil and his ſuppoſts do viſually ſuggeſt,to the hindrance of al juſt 
and godlic interpryſes.ſpecially by the falſe and calumnious brutes, ſpeeches 
and writs, craftelic vttered and diſperſed by ſome lawlcs and faules people of

F OR-SAMEIKLE As the Kings Majeſtic is reſolved to purge the 
middle-ſhyres of this Iſle , heretofore called the borders of Scerlendand 
Enzland of that barbarous crueltic, wickednes and incivilitic whilk be iavere- 
rat cuſtome was almaiſt become naturall to many of the inhabirants thereof,
